The successful marriage is neither the 
marriage of poverty and privation nor of the 
extreme wealth—where much leisure and ex- 
cesses are too often induiged in. But where 
comforts of nome are sought and where the 
husband enjoys his fatherhood quite as much 
as the true, woman enjoys her mother- 
hood; then a mutual interest in the 
children enables them to think less about 
their own personal gratification unrea- 
sonable appetite. The man who applies him- 
self to his business throagh the day and 
cheerfully hastens to his home and family, 
who warmly welcome him if he be a 
true fatner, is weill recompensed for any pri- 
vations he has suffered during the day. If 
he takes his baby upon his knee, tenderly ca- 
ressing it while he listens to the prattie of 
the older ones, and then advises with his 
wife about their needs and general welfare, 
he is a successfully married man. But the 
man who is g or seriously in- 
jured by his wife every time she brings 
into this world a mouth for him to 
feed—an incumbrance for him to clothe and 
house—and compeis his wife to beg or steal 
money from him if she ever handles a penny, 
while he subscribes heavily toward clupb- 
houses, where he is pleased to spend his 
evenings, generally finds his marriage a total 


failure. 
MARRIAGE Is TOO CHEAP. 

“Within the last few years—since trusts 
and syndicates have swallowed up the small 
but successful branches of business or the 
different industries—women have been 
crowded into the line of bread-winners, 
while men, to a great extent, have learned 


to live upon their wits. Crime kas in- 
creased to an alarming extent, poverty, 


pauperism, and the much-despised tramp are 
ever present with us, and yet they marry 
and are given in marriage. The laws of our 
land bind togethertwo people without the 
means of self-support, without home or 
where to lay their heads, the woman being 


obliged to go to a charity hospital to give 


birth to a beggar or criminal, as the 
case may be, and the world is surprised that 
anything in the shape of marriage is a fail- 
ure. They are surprised that criminals are 
on the increase. It is quite evident that 
marriage is too cheap and its results too 
dear to the body politic. The question arises, 
Is it wise to license the whole- 
sale tion of criminals, paupers, 
and drunkards? It is but a few weeks since 
a woman who was for the third time arrest- 


ustally rapidiy ä 
balanced people under favorable circum- 


stances often do. Can any one claim such 
marriages to be a great success? Certainly 
our present marriage system, taken from all 
standpoints, is a dire failure. 

„Chiidren in their infancy are laboring 
eight or ten hours aday for $1.50 a week. 
while their miserable mothers leave crying in- 
fants on beds of straw ali day alone while 
they work for $3.50 a week, and their hus- 
bands, the fathert of these unfortunate chil- 
dren, congregate in saloons discussing 
shorter hours for women and children. Is 
this sort of marriage a failure? Is it not 
time some sort of limit was put upon 

and this promiscuous propaga- 
tion of the lowest elements of humanity? 
Every man should be given a good opportu- 
nity to earn a comfortable living, and if he 
retuses to take advantage of it he should be 
compelled to work if he be able, but 
he should be well. paid, so that he 
may live in comfort and enjoyment of 
life, but little children or children under 16 
should never be obliged to earn their own 
livelihood, much less{{o contribute to the sup- 
port of others. 

“ We take the trouble to regulate and limit 
the propagation of the animals called domes- 
tic. Is humanity of so much less importance? 
Is the gratification ot human passions to go 
unstinted, unmolested, to the destruction 
of reason, of justice, and of a higher develop- 
ment of the entire human race? Can any 
one be surprised that marriage is counted 
a dire failure where criminals are propa 
gated much more rapidly than weil bal- 
anced humanity? Is it surprising that men 
should write books upon the subject, ‘Is Life 
Worth Living?’ or women declare that mar- 
riage is a failure? No; at least half the 
marriages in this Christian civilization and 
this year of 1888 are an absolute failure, 
and half the lives in this world are not 
worth living. If men areincompetent to con- 
duct the machinery of civilization—its laws of 
commerce, its halls of justice, and its propa- 
gation of the race—then let them step down 
and out, and let tneir mothers try their 
hand at it and see if the children will be aged 
and worn out or expert criminais at the 
age of 10 years. If poverty, prostitution, 
and crime shall be permitted to increase and 
be severely punished after it has been legal- 
ly encouraged by the laws of propagation, 
let us look the case squarely in the face and 
we will see that, taken all in all, our present 
system of marriage is not a success.”’

He thinks 
it best to acclimatize parliamentary govern- 
ment and insure the triumph of progressive 
reforms so as to consolidate public liderties 
and insure the tranguillity and prosperity 
of Spain. Sefior Castelar believes that 
personal government disappeared with 
the death of Alfonso XII.

Sefior Castelar wants to get that voted before 
all other forms.

Sefior Castelar says all Spanish Republic- 
ans favor closer relations with France.

The true policy of 
Spain ought to be at home liberal and demo- 
cratic, with retrenchment of the army and 
navy estimates, and abroad neutrality, or 
Spain will, iike Italy, plunge into unneces- 
sary armaments, entailing deficits and an 
increase of taxation to support the policy. 
Alliances are against the national aspirations 
and interests. Sefior Castelar thinks the 
Spanish monarchy, by imitating England un- 
der Queen Victoria, wili last longer and be 
more popular.

So large a 
contract is not offered to even so extensive 
a concern as the John Stephenson Company 
every day, and the managers of that estab- 
lishment are naturally somewhat interested 
to know just who are behind the scheme. 
The representative did not gointo details, 
but he intimated that some of Chicago’s best 
known capitalists were interested in the deal. 
„Iwo kinds of omnibuses were discussed in 
today’s conference. One was the ordinary 
vehicie which carries twelve passengers on 
the inside and the other was the kind which 
now run up and down Fifth avenue in this 
city. These carry twelve passengers on 
the inside, and are provided with spiral 
stairways leading to as many seats on top. 
In fine weather the top seats on these omni- 
buses are always filled, and it is not uncom- 
mon to see a dozen ladies in a party riding on 
them up to Central Park. No conclusion has 
been reached as to which kind of omnibuses 
are to be furnished. Indeed, the talk did not 
get down to where actuai prices were given, 
but the ordinary price paid for the common 
omnibus is $800 to $900. Those provided with 
top seats come higher, so that if the contract 
be let here it will involve an investment of 
$80,000 or $90,000 at this end of the line. The 
representative is to call on the company 
again tomorrow.

A wife murder was committed near Twen- 
tieth street and California avenue last Satur- 
day afternoon that for devilish brutality 
and downright barbarism is not surpassed 
even by the notorious Whitechapel murders. 
Mrs. James Vlack, alias Benesch, the 22-vear- 
old wife of a young Bohemian, was literally 
pounded, crushed, and beaten to death by 
her husband. Her abdomen was crushed 
and her face grouna under the boot heels of 
an infuriated man until scarce a semblance 
of a human form remained. She lingered in 
this condition in an excruciating agony until 
Sunday morning, when she died. 

The case was not reported to the police un- 
til yesterday, when detectives were detailed 
to work it up. Nothing has been seen of 
Viack since Sunday afternoon, and it is 
thought he has left the city, and may possi- 
bly now be on his way across the ocean. 

The story is an exceedingly mysterious and 
complicated one. Friday morning Mrs. 
Michael Bruske, a sister of Mrs. Vilack, 
called upon Lawyer James E. Cross at his 
office, No. 122 La Salle street; She wanted 
him to proceed with the steps preliminary to 
securing a divorce. Her sister, Mrs. Viack, 
she said, could endure living with her hus- 
band no longer. 

He is a good-for-nothing rascal,” she 
said, “ who drinks like a fish, and beats his 
wife.” The following day she returned to 
the lawyer’s office. 

Vlack,“ she said, “has just been beating 
Mary, I want you to make out a warrant 
and have bim arrested.” Lawyer Cross 
thought that it was simply a repetition of the 
many little discords which had frequently 
happened in the family and paid littie atten- 
tion to it. The next day, Sunday, he was 
startled when Mrs, Bruske called at his 
house and announced that Mrs. Viack nad 
died from the effects of her husband’s beat- 
ing. Last evening a THIBUNE reporter, ac 
companied by Lawyer Cross to act as inter- 
preter, sought Mrs. Bruske, She tells a most 
remarkabie story. Translated into English 
it is substantially as follows: 

A REMARKABLE STORY. 

A little over two years ago James 
Viack married Miss Mary Kresch. She had 
then in her own right $300 in cash, an 
amount left her as a dowry. She was a 
womun of frugal, economical habits, who 
cherished her little fortune as she did 
the apple of her eye. Under no 
circumstances would she part from it. Her 
husband demurred at this decision. But 
Mrs. Viack held tight to the money. Then 
Viack sought a novel way to make his wife 
givein. He had hitherto been an industrious 
mill hand. All of a sudden he quit work. 
He came home and lived on the fat of the 
land, domg nothing, while his wife fretted 
and sweated the live long day. This was 
the method upon which he decided to subju- 
gate the rebellious spirit of his wife. Still 
she held on to her $300. 

Viack took to drinking. Of course he 
needed money, and there was the rub. 
Whenever he called upon Mary for some 
there were sure to be recriminations, quar- 
rels, blows. So things went on. His wife 
furthermore learned that Vlack was making 
love to another woman. She upraided him 
with it, and he beat her. 

Ah, those beatings! They became so fre- 
quent that when the neighbors heard a row 
at the Viacks’ they would exclaim: 

“Viack’s tannery is in full biast today.“ 
and, shrugging their shoulders, they walked 
away silently. 

HOW HU BEAT HER. 

Thursday Mrs. Vlack accused her husband 

of infidelity. She accused him of preparing 


‘to leave the city with Mrs. Mary Praseck. 


Viack pounded solid argument into his wife's 
head with a good-sized rawhide and his fist. 
The encounter left bad blood on both sides. 
Friday he called around for money to take a 
drink. Mrs. Viack demurred. ‘Eh, what's 
that!“ shouted Viack. ee 

So saying he made a terrific lunge at his 
wife. She parried the thrust as best she 
could. But he was soon upon her again. 
The blows fell thick and fast. She sought 
to defend herself. A stinging blow hit her 
between the eyes. She reeled and fell 
on the floor. Viack rushed up to 
her. His eyes were bloodshot, his 
lips, colorless, blanched, quivered. Passion, 
brutal and cowardly, had rendered him wild. 
He jumped on the prostrate form of the poor 
woman, calling her a vile name, and like a 
demon he trampled upon his wife. The man 
was crazy. He stamped upon her body till 
his boot heels crushed into her. The poor 
woman groaned in agony. Upon her body, 
her neck, her face the cruel boot heels 
ground. When he finally stopped Mrs. 
Viack was but an awful misshapen mass of 
humanity. 

All that day Vlack sat on guard in the 
house. That afternoon Mrs. Bruske called. 
Viack, with an oath, refused to allow her to 
see her sister. She suspected something 
wrong, and insisted upon going up-stairs. It 
was as a result of this visit that she called 
on Lawyer Cross to have him draw a war- 
rant to arrest Viack on the charge of wife- 
beating. 

The next day, Saturday, she called again. 
Her sister was already in the agonies of fast- 
approaching death. She died Sunday morn- 
ing at about 8 o’clock. 

And now comes the most startling and 
mysterious part of the whole affair. 

„Why did you not report the death to the 
police?” was asked of Mrs. Bruske last even- 
ing.

„% Where is your sister now?” 

o “She was buried in St. Stanislaus Cemetery 
yesterday.” 

„% Who gave the burial permit?” 

“J don’t know.” 

„Did you notify the Coroner?”

How a woman could be murdered so brutal- 
ly, her death kept a secret, as well as the 
burial, is a mystery. Viack, alias Benesch,. 
has disappeared. It is possible the body of 
his wife was not buried in a cemetery. II 
not, then what has become of it? Has Viack 
himself buried or hidden it? 

A visit was made to Twentieth street and 
California avenue. Nothing definite couid 
be learned. It is a locality whoily made up 
of Bohemians, few of whom understand En- 
glish at all, and it was well nigh impossible 
to gain even the least information. 

James Krisch, the brotner of the murdered 
woman, who lives near Twenty-second street 
and Sacramento avenue, was seen, but either 
through stupidity or well studied shrewdness 
nothing could be gotten from him. He de- 
clined to state where Viack’s house was, 
and, as the locality is but sparsely settled, 
all attempts at locating the place were given

Stanpine Rock Acency, Dak., via mail to 
Bismarck, Oct. 28.—[ Special.

SAID TO BE A CHICAGO GIRL. 


Frankie L. Raymond, the Actress, Sup- 
posed to Hail from This City. 

New York, Oct.’ 23.— [Special.] — Miss 
Frankie Raymond, who is charged with steal- 
ing $1,500 worth of diamonds from Mrs. 
Martha Mills, was before Justice Gorman 
again today to continue the. preliminary 
hearing. Frankie claims to have borrowed 
the diamonds, but has never been able to 
satisfactorily explain just why she carried 
them off to Boston. Her story was that she 
had borrowed them and gone to see a friend. 
Before getting back to Mrs. Milis’ house, 
where she was boarding, she heard she had 
been accused of stealing the jewels, and then 
concluded she had better go away. In 
her cross-examination today Mrs. Milis 
admitted to Frankie's lawyer that 
she had loaned the girl her 
diamonds, and had not been alarmed when 
she remained away with them all night. 
Mrs. Mills repudiated the lawyer’s insinua- 
tion that she and Frankie might have been 
drinking with gentlemen the day the dia- 
monds disappeared, and added: “I don’t 
drink anything whatever only wine. 
Well, sometimes a giass of beer or sherry, if 
I want it.“ 

The servant, Katie, told ex-Judge Oter- 

burg, counsel for Mrs. Milis, that she had 
seen the diamonds in a box the morning of 
the day they disappeared. After some dis- 
cussion between the lawyers Justice Gorman 
held Frankie in $1,000 bail for trial at the 
Court of General Sessions. 
Since Frankie has been awaiting the dis- 
posal of her case it has been ascertained that 
she has a stepfather hving in Chicago, 
where she is well remembered. She is 
about 21 years old, and, it is said, 
eight years ago was known about the streets 
of Chicago as Camille, the Flower Girl.“ 
It is said she would go to houses of 
douotful character and sell her bouquets. 
On these trips she was sometimes accom- 
panied by a younger sister, who is now mar- 
ried and living in Los Angeles. Frankie 
was stage-struck, and became acquainted, 
so the story goes, with a favorite variety 
man called Billy“ Meade, who subsequent- 
ly taught her elocution and French. 


The only “ Camille, the Flower Girl,” well 
known around town, is a young woman who 
for years has frequented saloons, where she 
been seen around her usual haunts for two 
months. She was also known as Reddy,” 
and did not possess a savory reputation. 
Camille“ is described asa girl of a fair 
figure, and about 20 years of age, and whose 
hair is red. 


DEATH OF A FAMOUS DOG, 


A Watchman’s Cuban Bloodhound Pol 
soned by Boston Crooks. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 23.—[Special. |—James 
Munkettrick, who is employed by several of 
the wealthy residents on Beacon Hill as a 
night watchman, has had a large Cuban 
bloodhound. This is the only dog of its kind 
ever used in Boston to hunt crooks, and for 
his perfect training he was highly valued. 
The crooks, however, got their work in on 
him last night, and this morning his body 
was found on the premises of Henry 
Cabot Lodge. He had been maliciously poi- 
soned. He was one of the biggest dogs in the 
city. He weighed over 140 pounds, was coal- 
black in color, and was a full-blooded “ nig- 
ger bloodhound. Mr: Munkettrick obtained 
him from Georgia, where he watched con- 
victs at work. Every household in Mr. Mun- 
kettrick’s district knew the animal, which 
never showed any indication of ill-temper. 
In the early evenings he was always at 
heel,“ but after midnight he was generally 
permitted to nose around for himself and 
search in the nooks and corners in the alley- 
ways and backyards. 


- GOAL ANI IRON MEN COMBINE. 


A Syndicate Formed to Operate Mines in 
Kentucky and Tennessee. 

LovIsvILLE, Ky., Oct. 23.—The dealin coal 
and iron lands and mines in the Jellico re- 
gion, on the Kentucky-Tennessee line, was 
consummated today. Lippmann & Loucheim, 
representing Eastern capital, with the 
owners of the main Jeliico Mount- 
ain, the Jellico Mountain coal 
and coke, and the East Tennessee coal prop- 
erties, tormed the United Jellico Coal & Iron 
Company, with a capital stock of $5,000,000. 
This leaves out the Procter Mining Com- 
pany, which originally was to have been a 
party to the combination. The total of mining 
lands acquired by the consolidation is nearly 
60,000 acres, paid for by an issue of $2,000,000 
first-mortgage bonds, with $4,000,000 of stock. 
Of first-mortgage bonds $500,000 additional is 
placed in the hands of trustees to purchase 
additional lands, and $1,000,000 of stock is

HAS CHICAGO A MAFIA? 


HOW THE DEADLY SICILIAN SEORET 
ORGANIZATION WORKS. 


It Is Worldwide in Its Operations and 
Was Never Stronger Than It Is Today 
Wherever There Are Sicilians There 
Also Ig the Mafia—Of the Italians in 
Chicago the Siciliang Form a Large 
Part. 


Is there a Mafia in Chicago? 

The secret organization of Sicily, which is 
closely related to the Camorra of Naples, is 
known to be worldwide in its operations. 
Wherever there are Sicilians the Mafia is in 
the midst of them, its leaders levying black- 
mail on even the poorest of their country- 
men. And of the [Italians m Chicago the 
Sicilians and Southern Neapolitans form the 
larger portion. 

Sig. Oscar Durante, proprietor of the news- 
paper L' Italia, says that the murder which 
has brought the existence of the Mafia to 
light in New York might possibly find a 
parallel here. The city is full of Sicilians, 
and especially of the baser kina of Greeks, 
who bring their national customs, their se- 
cret societies, their traditions of murder 
with them. 

Mr. Stefano, who keeps a saloon for Italian 
workingmen on South Clark street, says 
that he never inquires into the private affairs 
af his customers. He says that they are 
mostly quiet Sicilian or Neapolitan farmers, 
differing radically from the quarrelsome 
Greeks. 

„Do you believe that the Mafia exista 
among them!“ 

„An,“ says Mr. Stefano, bow can we tell 
till some murder takes place like that in 
New York?” 

What, then, is the Mafia? 

It takes its name from a e written 
by Sig. Rizzoti in 1860. A modern organiza- 
tion, it is based on a medieval sentiment. 
If a Sicilia n believes that he can provide for 
the protection of his person and property 
without having recourse to the law, that 
person is a Mafioso.”” He may be a bully, a 
blackmailer, a murderer. Butin whatever 
he does the public opinion of Sicily supports 
him still. The code of ethics which main- 
tains him is called omerta,“ or manliness. 

There is no pretense that this organization 
has died out. It was never stronger than to- 
day. Not long ago a weaithy proprietor was 
driving to his home in the neighborhood of 
Palermo. Six bullets whizzed by him. None of 
them hit him. No complaint was made to the 
police. Let within a few months everybody 
who had taken part in the attempted assas- 
sination was himself assassinated. The 
Mafia hadi attacked a Mafioso. He was more 
powerful than his assailants. 

Sicilians jusufy these crimes. Everybody 
knows their authors, and nobody interferes, 

„O, sir,“ said the guide of a recent traveler 
in Sicily, vonder house belongs to a most 
respectable man—a highly respectable man, 
sir. The other day he killed his cook. One 
of the most respectable men in these parts, 
sir.“ 

HOW IT WORKS. 

Murder is tne foundation-stone of the 
social fabric in Sicily. A Sicilian wishes to 
sellafarm. The man who wants to buy it is 
a Capo Mafia. Nobody dares to bid against 
him. If anybody is so foolhardy he will be 
shot next day from behind a wall or the cor- 
ner of a house. : 

If a Capo Mafia runs for the mayoralty of 
a village nobody votes against him. He is 
invariably elected with unanimity. his 
hands may be red with a dozen m and 
his pockets filled with blackmail. 

Terrorism pervades every function of 
cilian life. Not a servant can be hired 
discharged without reference to the unseen 
Mafia. The Mafiosi rule their district des- 
potically. If they have rivalries among 
themselves the knife decides it. The best 
man is he who can murder most. 

The Mafia has nothing todo with brigand- 
age. With the latter the Italian Government 
has been able to deal effectually. The former 
is as potent asever. Its members are found 
everywhere. In any community of Sicilian 
immigrants in America, wherever one man 
is able to bully and levy blackmail on the 
rest, that man is a Capo Mafia. He can ter- 
rorize in Chicago as thoroughly as in Pa- 
lermo. 

The Camorristi of Naples are no more er- 
tinct than the Mafiosiof Sicily. Though their 
political power is entirely broken, they still 
thrive on murder and blackmail in Naples, 
some among the poorest classés, others in 
dress coats and white kid gloves. 

The Camorra, in the underground existence 
which it maintains today, has three grades, 
A novice in the first grade 1s called ** Garzone 
di mala vita” (youth of badlife). The more 
advanced pupil is called “Picciotto di 
Sgarro.” The finished scholar is the Camor- 
rista. 

The novice marks out the victim, fol- 
lows him, plays detective upon him. The. 
Picciotto is initiated into the secrets 
of the confraternity; he merely gets a 
handful of sous from the Camorrista; he 
lives in hopes of reaching the third 
and some day, by means of an artistic | 
or an unusually long term in prison, he is ad- 
mitted to the sacred band. He takes the 
oath on crossed knives, with his hand im- 
mersed in his own blood. He is then 
licensed to murder whomsoever he pleases. 

The Camorrista has two degrees of punish- 
ment. One is the sfregio,“ or slash from a 
razer. The other is the coltellata, or stab 
with a knife. 

In old days the police of Naples ; 
their authority to the Camorristi. Just be- 
fore the advent of Victor Emmanuel they were 
placed in charge of the whole city. Fora — 


time they did their work well. The thieves 


being well paid, crime diminished, After 
awhile their old instincts were too strong 
for them. The customs of Naples, which 
were worth 40,000 ducats to the State, re- 
turned under their fostering care barely 1,000 
ducats. The collectors of internal revenue 
thought they were doing well when they 
paid 26 cents a day into the Treasury. 

Today they work by stealth. Their arte 
are not perceptibly different from those of 
blackmailers in other lands. They are as 
ready, however, as of old, to avenge treach- 
ery to their order; and it was only a few 
weeks ago, in the Neapolitan Village of 
Monte Brigida, that a mail-carrier was found 
dead by the roadside with the word “ tradi- 
tore” traced in letters of blood upon his fore-

New Tonk, Oct. 23.— [Special.] James 
Edward Bedell, the mortgage forger 
who sprang so suddenly into a niche in the 
criminal temple of fame, made his ap- 
pearance this afternoon iu Part 2 of the 
Court of General Sessions, before Recorder 
Smyth. Hewas calied tothe bar by Clerk 
Moshes, who said: James Edward Bedell, 
you have been indicted for forgery in the 
first degree. Are you guilty or not guilty?’ 

Guilty.“ 

This piea created considerable sensation 
in court and surprised no one more than the 
District Attorney, who had just entered. 

Assistant District Attorney Jerome moved 
that he be remanded till Thursday for sen- 
tence, which was granted. The ostensible 
object for which Bedell was supposed to have 
been brought to court was to appear as a wit- 
ness in the case of Herman I. Emerson and 
Philip Goss, charged with selling policy slips 
and keeping a gambling house at No. 180 
Broadway. It was with these persons that 
Bedell claims he lost $127,000 of the 275, 000 
that he stole from Shipman, Barlow, La- 
rocque & Choate. Emerson and were 
placed on trial today. Mr. Jerome is con- 
ducting the case for the people, while Howe 
and Hummel are counsel for the defendants. 

The selection of the jury was completed 
late this afternoon, and Bedell was put upon 
the stand to testify against Emerson and 
Goss. He detailed how he played policy“ 
in the place kept by Emerson and Goss. He 
lost over $30,000 in their place, but as many 
of the plays could not be reached owing to 
the statute ot limitations all of them were not 
included in his testimony. On one occasion 
he made a hit and won $5,250. On another 
occasion he won $3,900. N

HOW FIFER HAS GROWN. 

One of the most striking features of the 
local contest in Illinois has been the vigorous 
campaign of Private Joe Fifer and the effect 
it has produced on the people. It has justi- 
fied the most sanguine of the predictions 
made by his friends prior to his nomination. 
He has astonished the people of the State. 
They did not know he had it in him to make 
the splendid canvass he has. As a result the 
enthusiasm for him has been growing day 
by day. The meetings at which he talks all 
the time grow larger, as Republicans learn 
that they will make a mistake if they do not 
go and hear Fifer. Demonstrations like the 
one at Bloomington last week might be ex- 
pected, for that is his home county, but the 
outpourings at Jacksonville, Mattoon, and 
other points owed none of their size to local 
partiality. There the Republicans turned 
out simply because they had learned that 
Fifer was a man whom it would repay them 
to hear and see. 

When tne contest began Fifer, so far as 
the State at large was concerned, was not a 
well known man. Palmer, on the otner 
hand, was known everywhere. He had been 
a General in the war and a Governor. He 
had stumped the State for Grant once and 
once against him. He had been on all sides 
of every question and had opposed every- 
thing he had advocated. Men of all parties 
knew him as a crank. About all that people 
had heard of Fifer was that he had been a 
gallant private soldier, who had been des- 
perately wounded in the service of his coun- 
try and had barely escaped with his life, and 
that he had made a good record as a State 
Senator and was popular at home. But day 
by day the fame of Fifer has increased and 
that of the other man has diminished. The 
Palmer meetings have shrunk, the Fifer 
ones have sweiled.. The Democrats have 
grown sick of their crotchety, cranky, con- 
tradictory candidate; the Republicans have 
grown enthusiastic over the straightforward, 
plainspoken, honest candidate their party 
placed in nomination. They have found that 
he is nof only a gallant soldier but that he 
has the qualities of the statesman and is a 
competent and trustworthy representative 
of the great principles of the Republican 
party, which he contends for on the stump 
as well as he did on the field of battle. 

The Republicans “‘ buiided wiser than they 
knew’? when they took up Fifer as their 
standard-bearer to lead the column. While 
the opposition put upa man whois always 
prattuing about his love for labor but gives 
labor a stab when he gets achance the Re- 
publicans selected a candidate who had him- 
self been a mechanic, who knew what it was 
to earn his bread with the toil of his own 
hands, and who had a feeling of the kindliest 
and deepest sympathy for all who, like him- 
self, had served in the ranks of labor. Be- 
fore the war Fifer wasa bricklayer. That 
was his trade. After the. war he followed 
his trade to earn money to educate himself. 
His hand has not yet forgotten its cunning 
and be is entitled to an honorary cari in the 
Bricklayers’ Union if he chooses to claim it. 
The workingmen are getting to know this. 
They go to his meetings all the more eagerly 
when they feel that he is one of themselves 
bone of their bone and flesh of their flesh. 
Tusy know they can trust him and they in- 
tend to do so. He is their choice, and not 
the inventor of penitentiary contract labor. 

The feeling for Fifer strengthens as the 
days go by. Were the election a month off 
he would clean out his competitor by 50,000 
votes. There remain less than two weeks, 
but he will make such good use of them that 
his majority will not fall short of 30,000. 


“A CHANGE CAME OVER THE SPIRIT OF 
HIS DREAMS.” 

A great change for the worse took place in 
the President's mind between the time he 
wrote his message last December and his 
letter of acceptance in September. Many 
Democrats are still unable to understand the 
revolution which had taken place in the 
President's doctrines when he came to write 
his letter accepting the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 

When the President wrote his letter of ac- 
ceptance the moving cause which incited his 
single-theme message had almost disap- 
peared. In December the Treasury surplus 
was presented as the first, second, and third 
arguments for tariff revision, but in Septem- 
ber the prospective surplus estimated at 
100 millions per annum in December had 
all disappeared but 19 millions. But while 
the condition which in December Mr. 
Cleveland thought the imperative and all- 
controlling reason for tariff reduction had 
virtually disappeared, the President was 
founa urging radical and sweeping reductions 
of the tariff and assailing the principle of 
protection itself as wrong! Mr. Cleveland 
traveled a great distance between December 
and September. Deprived by the disappear- 
ance of the Treasury surplus of his first ar- 
gument, founded on a supposed necessity, he 
abandoned the moderate ground that “ tariff 
taxes should not exceed the amount needed 
for the support of the Government” and at- 
tacked the principle of protection as wrong. 
He says now that fair taxation takes from 
the citizen only “ his fair contribution to nec- 
essary public expense,” and that protection 
systematically violates this principle because 
“ every million dollars collected at the cus- 
„ tom-houses and paid into the public Treas- 
“ury represents many millions more which, 
though never reaching the National Treas- 
“ury, are paid by our Citizens as the in- 
“greased cost of domestic productions re- 
“sulting from our tariff laws.” This is the 
prime argument of free trade. It means that 
protection is wrong in itself and that no tax 
is justifiable if a part of it goes to American 
labor or capital instead of the whole being 
paid into the Treasury. 

The argument of the Democratic leaders is 
no lunger for a tariff reduction to get rid of 
the surplus, but for a tariff adjusted for 
revenue only without regard to protection. 
The position to which the Democratic party 
is advancing with such great rapidity is 
stated correctly and frankly by the Chicago 
Herald, which pronounces the Mills bill 
“only a feeble beginning,” and declares that 
protection is wrong in itself and “ uncon- 
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as to the effect upon domestic 
the wages of our working people. 

Tariff reform which will revise schedules 
and modify rates with a careful regard to the 
preservation of the protective principle will 
strengthen and improve the system itself by 
cutting off abuses and trust favoritism while

CLOSE OF GEN. HARRISON’S RECEPTIONS.

It is a fitting time to briefly review the 
extraordinary occasions, the like of which 
has never been known before in this coun- 
try Never inthe political history of the 
United States have one-tenth as many people 
called to see the Presidential candidate of 
any party as have paid their respects to Gen. 
Harrison. For obvious reasons the largest 
number have come from the sections nearest 
to Indianapolis. Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota have con- 
tributed the most to the great procession, 
but extreme New England on the one hand 
and “the Pacific States ou the other have 
helped swell the list.

Whenever the occasion 
Suggested subjects requiring special treat- 
ment he has proved himself equal to the 
emergency and discussed them in a manner 
showing great skill of address and a wide 
range of information. Though in these 
speeches he has discussed every issues now 
before the American people, and many of a 
general as wellas special character, he has 
not made a slip. His opponents have watched 
narrowly for the chance to trip him up, 
but have failed to find it. He has not 
said a foolish thing, nor has he been 
guilty even of a light word. He has 
made no personal assaults upon any one 
even under strong provocations. He has 
treated the President with the kindest of 
good feeling, and his bitterest enemies with 
rare courtesy. In all these speeches not a 
word has been uttered against any one of his 
political opponents which now at their close 
could debar him from taking that opponent 
by the hand. He has made a decent cam- 
paigu. More than that, he has set the style 
and fashion of a gentleman in politics, thus 
showing that he appreciates the exalted 
character of the office for which he is a can- 
didate. He has comported himself without a 
fault, sans peur et sans reproche, 

Such admirable ability, gentlemanly court- 
esy, and dignified demeanor as Gen. Harri- 
son has displayed entitle him to every last 
Republican vove in the United States, and to 
the vote of every other man who admires 
men of that stamp. Should he be elected to 
the Presidency, as we believe he will be, he 
will fill that exalted position with rare ability 
and dignity and command the admiration - 
and respect of the whole country. 


PALMER AN ENEMY OF FREE LABOR. 

In his last speech Gen. Palmer still posed 
as the friend of the workingman. He has 
been doing that ever since the campaign 
began. It is with him “a good énough Mor- 
gan till after the election.” Ever since Au- 
gust he has loved the toller. He has tried to 
hug him to his venerable bosom and to squeeze 
a vote out of him. But have the working- 
men any idea of the past record of their aged 
admirer? Do they know what this man who 
now comes wooing them with senile tender- 
ness and driveling affection has done to in- 
jure them and degrade them in the past? 
Had they known they would have repelied 
his profligate advances on the spot and told 
him to go off and mak love to the Anarch-’ 
ists—that they wanted none of his kisses and 
hypocritical embraces, 

Palmer was the originator and inventor of 
the penitentiary contract labor system in this 
State—a system which the wageworkers of 
Illinois, after they had suffered its bane- 
ful effects for sixteen years, had done away 
with by an amendment to the Constitution. 
He, as Governor, urged on the General As- 
sembly in 1871-’72 the adoption of the plan of 
leasing out the labor of penitentiary convicts 
to task masters, and such was his influence, 
such his persistence, that he was able to 
push the matter through. fhe old system 
by which the State worked the men was 
given up and Palmer’s new one adopted. 
Gov. Palmer insisted that the stone for the 
new State-House should be cut by prison 
labor, and deprived the honest stonecutters 
of work. Palmer struck a blow at the coop- 
ers, the shoemakers, and other artisans by 
forcing them to compete with the cheap 
criminal labor of the prison. Palmer was 
not at that time in search of votes, and he 
did not display that keen interest in the wel- 
fare of the workingman which has been 
such a specialty with him since his recent 
nomination. 

Palmer made no voluntary reference in 
any of his recent epeeches to this anti-free- | 
labor penitentiary record of his, and he 
would have gone on till the 6th of next 
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self, | 

But last Tuesday at Joliet he fell among the 
Philistines. A fellow got after him ana be- 
gan asking him not, searching questions, and 
though they burned to the bone and marrow 
of the old trader of offices for votes he had 
to answer them. He was forced to stand up 
to the rack and take his medicine. 

He was asked if he introduced the convict 
contract labor He hemmed and 
hawed and finally owned up that he did. The 
penitentiary was then in debt, he said, and 
he saw no other way of getting it out than to 
levy a tax on the stonecutters, coopers, shoe- 
makers, and other workingmen of Illinois 
so that that indebtedness might be paid. 
He gave no reason why they should be se- 
lected as the ones to be thus burdened while 
the rest of the community went exempt. He 
probably had at the time no reason save the 
belief that these toilers, being weak and in- 
significant, could be troddea on with safety. 

Then the questioner proceeded to catechise 
hint. | 
“Did you vote, Gen. Palmer, for the 
recent constitutional amendment by which 
the labor interests sought to abolish for- 
ever a system which thus discriminated 
against them, and them alone!“ 

There was painful silence for a moment, 
but Palmer dared not dodge, dared not deny, 
for he knew that had he done so the evidence 
of his falsity would have been produced im- 
mediately. So, pale and stammering, he 
oon tessed that he had not voted for the 
amendment. 

Further questions extorted the confession 
that he had not done so because he knew of 
no better system for running the peniten- 
tiary than the one of hiring the convicts to 
speculators, which he had concocted while be 
was Governor. He still thought his own 
work was the best, and that was the reason 
of his voting against the amendment. What 
he would do in the way of managing the pen- 
itentiary if elected Governor he declined to 
say—it would be tame to tell that, he re- 
marked, after he was chosen. It is all right 
to make bargains for offices before election- 
day—to trade off Railroad Commissioner- 
ships, for instance—but not to satisfy the 
legitimate curiosity of electors.

The re- 
sult of this slow delivery, as the base-bailites 
would call it, has been that the earlier vol- 
umes are now ancient history. The statis- 
tical matter which they contain has lost its 
freshness. New illustrious men have come 
up, to whom there is no reference, and 
old ones have died and been gathered to 
their fathers with no mention. It is 
now nearly 1890, and yet the only census 
statistics for this or other lands given in at 
least half of the book are those of the census 
of 1870. This is annoying for those who go 
to a cyclopedia to get some intelligence with 
a flavor of modern times about it. The paver 
on electricity gives merely the state of the 
science ten years ago. It is valueless to one 
who wants to know of the electric science of 
today. The paper on alununium is pre 
historic. It knows nothing of modern proc- 
esses of manufacture, which have reduced 
the cost from $2 a pound to a coupie of 
shillings. And so of hundreds of other 
topics, It is time to give up the old-fasb- 
ioned way of getting up a cyciopedia, which 
80 protracted its issue that no sooner was 
one edition out than it was time to begin on 
another. The way to get up such books is to 
engage the services of the needed number of 
men and set them to work at one and the 
same time. Then have printers and printing 
facilities enough, and when the copy is 
ready begin publication. By following that 
plan what it now takes.fourteen years to ac- 
complish could be done easily in three at the 
most. 
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How She Snared Him. 

If these things happen in the green wood what 
shall we see in the dry? If such is the fate of a 
brave and noble man who has wedded a woman 
who wants the ballot, what will befall men who 
marry after the suffrage has ween given the 
gentler sex? These inquiries are prompted by 
the reply filed by Mr. Adkinson of Indianapolis 
to the suit for divorce begun by his wife, who 
has won some fame as an advocate of female 
suffrage.

Possibly the letter 
is aforgery or possibly the grant was made 
in a time of confusion in the absence of Mr.

The National Convention of the British- 
American Association continuéd in session 
yesterday morning in Parlor 4 of the Grand 
Pacific. The Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization reported in favor of the temporary 
officers and that the convention, in arrang- 
ing the details of the organization, should sit 
as a committee of the whole. The report 
was acce and the following gentiemen 
were d permanent officers: ident, 
George E. Gooch, Iilinois; Secretary, J.

The declaration of principles was then 
agreed upon as follows: 

The National British-American Association of

What Has Resulted from an 
Commerce Decision. 
The summons issued by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, requiring the managers of the 
roads members of the Southern Railway &

show cause why they shouid not be required to 
comply with the fourth section of the Inter-State 
Commerce law, is the direct result of the inves-

The com- 
mission having decided that the Pacific coast 
commodity tariffs making higher rates from 
points west of New York than from New York 
pons are illegal, could not consistently permit

tive rates. The commission was primarily 
for the violation of the law 
by. Pacific coast and Southern roads, 
and it seems to have now come to 
the conclusion that it is time to undo the mis- 
chiet done by the Louisville & Nashville decis- 
ion, which acknowledged the right of the South- 
ern roads to meet the ocean competition. It was

when it rendered that decision to grant the right 
to re the fourth section of the law to roads 
not immediately affected by the water competi- 
tion, but it was taken as the pretext. by all 
Southern lines as far east as the Onio River to 
make whatever rates „ It is, there- 
fore, not strange that Pacific coast lines, 
which are more affected by the ocean competi- 
tion than the Southern lines, assumed that the 
Louisville & Nashvilie decision also applied in 
their case. The general opinion prevails among 
railroad officials that the commission erred in 
granting ap abrogation of the fourth section of 
the law in the Louisville & Nashville case, and 
that the sooner that decision is rescinded 
the better it will be for all concerned, They 
claim that unless the long and short haul section 
of the law. is strictly enforced in all cases, 
whether water competition exists or not, the 
law will become a dead letter. The raiiroads 
have never been avle to compete against water 
lines ud ignored such competition previous to 
the enactment of the law.

Furthmann was busy before the cases were 
called, and the fruits of his labor were ap- 
parent when Mr. Walker asked for a change 
of venue and the prisoners were all rear- 
restea on new warrants charging them with 
conspiracy under the Merritt law to destroy 
property. 

The defendants were taken to Justice 
Hamburgher’s court. The Justice came ina 
few minutes later and said he was tired out 
after an all night’s ride on the train from 
Kansas. Both sides were reudy for trial, 
but upon request of the court the case was 
again continued unt 10 o’clock Friday 
morning. The bail was fixed at 65,000 in 
each case for each of the defendants, and 
the bonds were signed — George Schert as 
surety for Kaseberg; Willia u mer, for 
Thompson; Alderman P. F. Haynes of Lake 
View, for Magee; and W. J. Meissler and 
Mrs. M. C. Ryan, for Nicholson. 

The defense claim that they have wit- 
nesses to prove that the objects put on the 
track by Kuseberg are not dynamite or any 
dangerous explosive, but are railway torpe- 
does, xnown as Bovnton’s patent railway 
signals. Attorney Phaien says that ue ex-

Monday, Oct. 15, the Sun for the first time 
printed the total of appropriations for the 
year, and called attention to tl.e fact that 
this total came within five or six million dol- 
lars of the entire estimated revenue for the 
year, allowing for the marked decrease in 
revenue indicated by the first quarter’s re- 
ceipts. Tuesday, the nextday, we showed 
that, according to the ratio established by 
the @xperience of the t between the first 
quarter’s receipts and the year’s revenue, 
the revenue would fall short of the appropri- 
ations by three or four million dollars. 

These figures, derived by no juggling proc- 
ess and inspired by no other motive than 
the desire to ascertain the exact truth at 
once caused a profound sensation throughout 
the country. And well they may; for, if 
they are they leave no shred of the 
pretense that until now masked the free 
trade movement. 

Thursday, therefore, by somebody’s order, 
Assistant Secretary Hugh 8. Thompson of 
the Treasury put forth a public statement of 
the finun condition of the Government, 
which we have already charac as dis- 
honest and misleading.
